_A highly inatrnotive lecture on epidémic cho- 
lora was delivered by Major Leonard Rogers, 
7. M. 3, the well-known pathologist, at tho 
monthly mesting of tho Asiatic Noolety of 
Bongul on January 3, of which tho following is 
on abetrnot : 


0 autumn, over, 
6 000 cnsoa occurring in St. Petersborg. In 1909 
it Was again widesproad in Russia, 6,000 deaths 
having bean recorded by the ond of Auguat, and a 
small out break also ocourred in, Holland, During 
1910 tho disease assumed opidimie proportions. in 
Russia,where-nearly200,000 cases with over96.000
